It was seventy years ago when Mr 
Kromer came to this place, then a 
mere collection oi huts on the bank 
of the Wisconsin River 
He engaged 


in lumbering upon first coming to this 
part of the country but later •went 
into the mercantile business, which 
he continued until the outbreak of 
thd war in 1861, when he enlisted 
among the Wisconsin volunteers and 
received the appo ntment ot second 
liei^ienant. 
Mr Kromer lesigned 


his commission in 1862 and ieturnrd 
to Grand Rapids, where he again 
engaged m the mercantile business 
This he followed for a number of 
years, and also held the position of 
express agent for a numbei of yeais 
during the early days 


On the 1st of Maich, 1849, Mj 


Kromer was married to Miss Arvilia 
Allen at Portage, and to them cigh 
children were born, of whom four 
survive, they being Mrs Harriett Do 
Marais and Ellis Kromer of Mmneap 
olis, Albert L and Ons S Kromer o: 
Helena, Montana 


During his life Mr Kromsr held 


several offices of trust, among them 
being county treasurer, register o: 
deeds, alderman in the city, city clerk 
and other positions of more or less 
importance 
Mr Kromer was a man 


who always took an active inteiesi

THE JURY CONVICTS 


PiliCEJlF MURDER 


• Fred. T, Price, the man who was 
accused of murdering his wil'o for 
her money, was' on Saturday found 
guilty cf murder by ttte jury and was 
tontenced to -the penitentiary .for 
life. 
At the conclusion of the trial 


the jury was out for eighteen hours 
before reaching a verdict 


The case was a sensational one 


inasmuch .as Prio* has maintained 
his innocense all the way thru, and 
has carried himself in a manner that 
would Indicate that he had nothing 
out of the ordinary on his mind. 


The murder was a brutal one ac- 


cording to the confession of Charles 
D, Elchcison, a traveling salesman 
from Washington. D. G., who claims 
thai: ho was hired by Price to assist 
in the murder, for which he received 
a part of the dead woman's money. 
According to Etcheison, his share of 
the spoils amounttd to $2,600. 
The 


story of the facts leading up to the 
ciime are as follows: 


On Nov. 27, 1914, Mrs; Price's 


father gave her $10,000 in cash, $10- 
000 in government bonds and $40,- 
000 in Minneapolis bonds. The next 
day Mrs. Price went out riding with 
her husband, and during thir trip 
she got out of the machine, and ac- 
cording to the story told by Prjco she 
was chasing her pet dotf when she 
foil over a cliff and was killed. - 


Then tho man Blche'son ;ipp:ared 


on the scene, and he told an entirely 
different story. He staled in. the trial 
that he h.°.d been hir.d- 1 y Price to 
assist !n tho murder. They went out 
riding together and 'during tho ride 
the auto was stopped' at a point at 
which it ran nc.xr a h'gh em ban km • nt 
along the Mississippi-river. 
At this 


point Mrs. Price was -asked if she did 
not want to gel: out of the car and 
give her dog some exercise. Sho said 
that she did, a.ud the two men, when 
they he'iped her from the car, placed 
their hands behind her back and gave 
her a heave that sent her over tho 
cliff. 
Then Price picked up her dog 


and threw it over tho cliff also in or- 
der to give color to his story about 
Mrs, Price being in pcrsuit of her 
dog. 


Then the two men went to the bot- 


tom of tho cliff and found that Mrs. 
Price had not been killed by the fall, 
but was still alive. Price then picked 
up a large stone and crushed in the 
woman's skull, after which the two 
men returned to the road and stopped 
passing autrfs and told of the acci- 
dent that, had happened and got thevr 
assistance In bringing the murder-, d' 
woman to the road again. 


According to the newspaper re- 


ports up there Price was under indict- 
ment for bigamy at the time he was 
accused of murder. It is probable 
that'had the traveling man not turn- 
ed states evidence that Price would 
not have been convicted.

Lemuel W. Kromer, one of the ol- 
dest residents oif this city and county, 
died at his home on the east side on 
Tuesday afteriipon. Mr. Kromer had 
been sick for the past couple oi years 
but was able to be about until' the 
cold weather come last fall, since 
which time he has been confined to 
.his bed most of ths time, and for the 
past few days has not known those 
about him. 
Mr. Kromer was born in the state 


of Pennsylvania in 1855, but^moved 
to Michigan with his fami'iy, where 
he lived until, he reached young man- 
hood, when he came to Grand Rapids. 
It was seventy years ago when Mr. 
Krpmer came to this place, then a 
mere collection of huts on the bank 
of the Wisconsin River. He engaged 
in lumbering upon first coming to this 
part of the country, but later went 
into the mercantile business, which 
he continued until the outbreak of 
tha war in 1861, when he enlisted 
among the Wisconsin volunteers and 
received the appo'ntment of second 
lieutenant.

• On the Igt of March, 1849, Mr 
Kromer was married to Miss Arvil'Ja 
Allen at Portage, and to them cigh 
children were born, of whom four 
survive, they being Mrs. Harriett De 
Marais and Ellis Krohier of Minneap 
oils, Albert L. and Oris S. Kromer of 
Helena, Montana. 
During 'his life Mr. Kromer held 
several offices of trust, among them 
being county treasurer, register 01 
deeds., alderman in the city, city clerk 
and other positions of more or less 
importance.

Official Report Issued in London Says 


Difficult Task Accomplished 


With Aid of Navy. 


London, Jan. 11.—Sir Charles Monro 


reported on Sunday that the Gallipoli 
peninsula had been completely evacu- 
ated by allied troops. 


All but 17 guns were embarked. 


They were blown up.

The casualties were one wounded. 


There were no casualties among the 
French. 


General Monro states that the suc- 


cessful accomplishment of this diffi- 
cult task was due principally to Gen- 
erals Birdwood and Davles. Invalu- 
able assistance was rendered in the 
operation under the greatest difficul- 
ties by Adrr'ral DeRoebeck and the 
navy. 


Amsterdam, via London, Jan. 11.— 


The British as a result of a violent 
battle have completely evacuated Sedd- 
ul-Bahr, with great losses, says a 
dispatch from Constantinople.

the founder of the Spencerian system 
of penmanship, and had been in com- 
mercial school work for more than 
sixty years. 


Mr. Spencer was a candidate on the 


republican ticket for election to con- 
gress in 1890, but was defeated for the 
election by John L. Mitchell. For s 
eral term? he was president of the 
National Commercial Teachers' feder- 
ation, and of the National Business 
Educators' association which preceded 
it. 


He was owe of the founders and the 


first secretary of the Wisconsin Hu- 
mane society, and for thirty 
years 


served 
as 
president 
of 
the Wis- 


consin Phonological society, the organ- 
ization that was instrumental in es- 
tablishing the Wisconsin system for 
the education of the deaf. 


M3j Spencer was also a member of 


the E. B. Wolcott post, G. A. R. 


He is survived by his widow, one

Mirage Frequently Seen by Traveler 


Through the Red River Valley 


of Minnesota. 


That phenomenon known as the ml 


rage has always been of Interest to 
travelers. Sometimes even people on 
the train can get''a glimpse of such 
an Illusion. In the Red River valley 
of Minnesota are occasionally to-be 
seen some of its effects. In a guide 
book issued by the United States 
Geological survey

says: "The mirage, typical of plains 
country or the ocean, may be seen in 
the Red River valley almost any sun- 
shiny day in spring, summer or au-

of sky between. -The more complex 
and astonishing effect of mirage may 
be seen from the highland on either 
ide of the lake-bed floor.

All sorts of hardware articles ar 


now compounded of the pulped tis- 
sues of trees that once swayed grace 
fully in some northern forest—cigai 
and cigarette holders, buttons, fancj 
combs, umbrella handles, buttons, In- 
sulating materials, lilms and a hund- 
red other things. 


Of course, the extensive use of 


wood pulp for articles of clothing is 
net strange. Ce'Jluloss, which is em- 
ployed in enormous quantities in the 
fibreous state in the form of cotton, 
linen, jute, hemp, etc., is the chief 
component of all vegetable tissues, in 
which- it exists in enlongated cells 
or fibres. Cotton-wool and fibre pa- 
per are almost pure cellulose. It Is 
duly a matter of technical skill, to 
convert to texti'Ie uses the cellulose 
of the spruce tree instead of using 
that of the cotton plant. In the man- 
ufacture of hardware purity is not 
so essential, high pressure and a 
strong adhesive being the great fac- 
tors. 


Nor is the course of wood pulp run 


when it is made into textiles or pa- 
pers. 
The paper Itself, when it has 


served its turn, goes back into the 
boiler once more and once more be- 
comes pulp. Mixed with starch paste 
of glue and pressed, It Is then forced 
Into molds, previously oiled and we 
have that 
useful 
product, 
paper 


mache. 


The commercial value of this com- 


modity has of late years been greatly 
enhanced by the Ingenuity and skill 
of decorative artists, especia'ily the 
French. 
The rich murad moldings 


that give so imposing an aspect to 
certain of our public buildings are a 
superior kind of pulp product. 


Carton pierre—an article that the 


French.have carried to a high state 
of perfection—perhaps marks the ac- 
me of this line of manufacture. 
It 


consists of paper pulp, whiting and 
gum pressed into, plaster molds and 
stove dried. Improved so as to admit 
guildlng easily,, it decorates portions 
of the Tuilerles, the Louvre and the 
Palais at Paris. 


The demand for wood-pulp articles 


is said to 'be rapidly increasing, and 
In some of the factories they, are un- 
able to cope with it. The making of 
propulsive exp'losive does not exhaust 
the uses of pulp even from a military 
point of view. In the form of a solu- 
tion is extensively used In the treat- 
ment of fabrics for accoutrements 
and in other ways.

wicker, and heavy thread and a carpet 
needle will do the rest. 


The pillow should have its ordinary 


white linen or cotton slip, which can 
be removed every day when the pillow 
is lifted out to air. 
A rubber and 


quilted mat will protect the pilloir, 
and all can be frequently lifted and 
removed. The advantage of such bas- 
ket is that the baby is protected from 
draft, and yet the basket is easily car- 
ried from one room to another or to 
the porch if necessary.

of the basket is better left uncovered 
because it would soon get musty and 
dirty from usage, and the heavy wil- 
low is sufficiently ornamental in Itself.

This 
is a suggestion to housewives from 
the home economics experts of tho de- 
partment, who have been developing 
new uses for th.3 cranberry. 
They 


have developed a method which, if 
followed c'lotely, gfvec a bright, firm, 
plump, 
semi-transparent 
c a n d i e d 


fruit, which can be eaten as a swcet- 
niPiat or used to give a touch of color 
to frosted cakes, whipped cream, or 
custards, or which can be used like 
citron in cakes'or puddings, or chop- 
ped up and added lo tuti-fruttl ic= 
creams. 


The secret of cancling cranberries 


lies in handling the fruit so it will 
become saturated with sugar. 
This 


calls for slow cooking on the install- 
ment plan and the use of a. dish largo 
enough lo permit all the' .berries to 
float at th.3 top of the syrup during 
cooking. The skins arc so tough that 
thoy must be pierced before cooking 
to 'let" the syrup into the pulp or in- 
terior. 
To do this thr.so little slits, 


each one-eighth inch long, should be 
made in eacli beny with tho point of 
a pon knife, Us: selected, large, firm 
eranberrrlca. 
The 
directions 
for 


cooking as follows: 


For MJX: cups of berries make n. 


thin syrup* by boiling together cloar 2 
cups of sugar and 2%. cups'-of .water, 
When tho syrup is cool add tito ber- 
rios and bring very slowly^o thefboil- 
ing point. 
If the .bsrries are heatod 


too quickly, tho skhjs wlH^rst be- 
fore the yyrup soaks into th'p-'flu'lp. 
As soon as the syrup bolls lake the 
dish'off tho stove and LDt it stand over- 
night. Next day drain the syrup fltfrn. 
the berries and boll it until it Is re- 
duced to about half its original vol- 
ume.

ium thick syrup and heat slowly; boil 
gently for Ihrce or four minutes and

Bones aro not wasted. 
Tho chief 


product is glue, and among other ma- 
terials which ar.3> obtained from them 
are soap, .glycerin and fertilizers. 
After being carefully separated by 
workmen they are soaked in a woak 
solution of sulphuric acid. From the 
soaking tanks the bones emerge whito 
and perfectly clean. 
. Thoy aro then placed in steam- 
tanks, whore, after being subject to 
a prelreure of steam for several hours, 
a tra'tf'd.oor is opened at the bottom of 
the 'digester, as it is called, and tho 
liq-tild glua, that has been extracted 
is drawn off. Tho liquid gluo is part- 
ly evaporated and a portion is allowed' 
to harden for commercial use as gluio, 
a part is refined and sold for gelatine 
for table uss.. 


Floating on tho top of the glue in 


the digester Is a quantity of fat that 
has been also extracted from tho 
bones by the steam. 
This is drawn 


off into cooling tanks, where in its 
crude state, it is marls' into scouring 
soaps. 
By refining and adding veg- 


etable oils and perfumes, toilet soaps 
are made. 


The waste liquids which are run; 


off from tha boiling soap are utilized 
for tho manufacture of glycerine.

IMPLEMENT PRICES ADVANCING. 


According to the Implement Trade 


Journal, a general advance can be 
expected in the near future on farm 
implements and tools, and a number 
of these commodities will be with- 
drawn from the. market entirely. 
Within the past ten days several of 
the largest manufacturers of tillage 
tools have sent advanced prices to 
all their branch houses, the advance 
to take effect immediately. The in- 
creases will range from five te ten 
per cent, most of them amounting 
to about seven per cent. Four or five 
'of the leading manufacturers are 
known to have made advances. Oth- 
ers have not done so as yet but admit 
that such steps are contemplated. 


One or two of the large manufac- 


turers of tillage tools have with- 
drawn certain lines from the market, 
and have instructed their branch 
houses not to accept any orders on 
these lines until further notice. One 
company announces to its sales or- 
ganization that orders have been re- 
ceived up to date which will use all 
the materials on hand, and that no 
material can be obtained short of 
ninety days.

lowing article taken from the Scien- 
tific American of a late issue relative 
to its uses in the surgical branch of 
the armies of Europe. 


Due to the great European war 


and paralleling the development of 
synthetic substitutes to meet the lack 
of articles previously obtainable, the 
shortage of prepared cotton wool for 
surgical uses has been overcome by 
the utilization of certain forms of 
sphagnaceoe, the peat moss so com- 
mon to the bogs of England and 
Scotlr.nd. Its recent us> strengthens 
the claim advanced by many scien- 
tists that somewhere Dame Nature 
has provided for every want of man- 
kind. 


From a surgical standpoint, it" is 


said that in many ways the sphag- 
num moss is superior to other dress- 
ings. Its structure Is such that it 
has an enormus capacity for the ab- 
sorption of moisture, such as wound 
seepage, for the cellular processes 
quickly lead such extraneous acquisi- 
tions from the direct point of absorp- 
tion and distribute them thruout the 
extent of the pad or compress made 
of moss. 
This is highly desirable, 


for with the cotton wool, liquids 
qu'ekly work thru to bandages, cloth- 
ing or bedding, to their detriment. 


Sphagnum is much more springy 


than cotton wool and its touch upon 
the bare skin is grateful to patients 
unfortunate enough to require a sur- 
gical dressing of any description. 


These springy qualities are partic- 


ularly beneficial beneath bandages, 
for the material does not mat under 
the necessary compression applied 
and the interstices permit wholesome 
circulation of air due to its structure, 
a condition considered as highly fav- 
oring antisepsis. 


The absorbing power of the moss 


is remarkable, being without undue 
preparation 
approximately sev e n 


times its. own weight in water. When 
sphagnum has undeigone the com- 
plete'process necessary to its use sur- 
gically, absorptive power appears 
greater for the weight of 12 ounces 
of the fresh moss after being dried, 
sorted, sterilized and dried again, 
was reduced to a trifle under one 
ounce. 


With the economic problems ex- 


isting under the necessity of enor- 
mus oxpenditures to meet the de- 
mandsi of the military service, »the 
general use of sphagnum commends 
itsself to those in disbursing author- 
ity as well as to the medical corps. 
It has been estimated that, were cot- 
ton wool used exclusively in the hos- 
pital service, the cost would be not 
less than $200,000 per annum thru- 
out the war to Great Britian alone, 
while the cost of the moss is practic- 
ly negligible. 


Its use by florists, however, now 


seems to be decreasing. 
Formerly 


the moisture retaining property of 
sphagnum was valuable In the mak- 
ing up of floral baskets. The custom 
of (lining flower-baskets with zinc 
water containers is now so general 
that the utilization of the moss is 
practically restricted to forming the 
bases of floral emblems.

Most 
of the kerosene fires are due to mis- 
management of lamps, lanterns and 
kerosene stoves, a few^ only to defec- 
tive construction of such stoves. Ker- 
osene is really the blameless agent of 
human carelessness.

were reported to this department 42 
Kerosene lamp explosions,' 9 lantern 
explosions and G5 kerosene stovo ex- 
plosions.

from caused a total fire Iocs of $84,- 
970.00. 
The elimination of this 


waste alone would pay tho running 
expenses of this department for about 
three years. 


Electric or'gas light, properly In- 


stalled, should be used where -pos- 
sible instead of lamps. 
• • • : 


Lamps. 
A metal lamp bowl is al- 


ways safer than one of glass. Tho 
base should be broader and heavier 
than the bow1! to prevent, tipping . 
over. Tho burners should always bo' 
securely fastened to tho bowl and 
kept 
clean. 
Tho lamp 
chimney 


should fit well and bo free- from 
craclrs, wicks should exactly fit tho 
burner, be trimmed regularly arid 
not be permitted to get too short. 
Lamps should not be over filled, a 
small air space should bo tioft oix top 
of the oil, nor should fhoy be per- 
mitted to become empty. 
Hanging 


lamps should bo hung from -flnn, 
rigid supports, and provided with 
metal shield, if within two :-feet of 
the ceiling. Side lamps Bhould rest 
in firm, substantial brackets'and'-'a 
shield should protect all combustible 
walls or materials within twelve in- 
ches of tho globe. Lamps should not 
be left burning In unfrequented- pla- 
ces such as cellars, attics, closets or 
areaways, nor elsewhere in houses 
when occupants are absent for any 
length of time. Combustible shades 
and decorations should'not be used. 
Do not permit children of tender 
years to carry lamps about the house. 


Lanterns. Use safety lanterns on- 


ly, having a bowl which Is a part of 
the frame a'nd base. 
Removable 


bowls often drop out and cause flres. 
The globe should be free from breaks 
and cracks and well protected by 
wire guards. When not carried1 Ian- 
torn s should bo hurag from firm sup- 
ports, at a good height, out of reach 
of "Mrs. O'Leary's cow."

tions as to filling and care to be given 
in case of lamps also apply to lan- 
terns.

A new vse has come, as a result of 
the European war, for the spagnum 
moss of the City Paoint district ,and 
people, down there, as well as else.- 
where will be interested in the fol- 
lowing article taken from the Scien- 
tific American of a late issue relative 
to its uses in the surgical branch of 
the armies of Europe. 
Due to the great European war 


and paralleling the development of 
synthetic substitutes to meet the lack 
of articles previously obtainable, the 
shortage of prepared cotton, wool for 
surgical uses has been overcome by 
the utilization of certain forms of 
sphagnaceoe, the peat moss so com- 
mon to the bogs of England and 
Scotland. Its recent us& strengthens 
the claim advanced by many scien- 
tists that somewhere Dame Nature 
has provided for every want of man- 
kind. 
From a surgical standpoint, it is 
said that in many ways the sphag- 
num moss is superior to other dress- 
ings. 
Its structure is such that it 
has an enormus capacity for the ab- 
sorption of moisture, such as wound 
seepage, for the cellular processes 
quickly lead such extraneous acquisi-

IMPLEMENT PRICES ADVANCING. 


According to the Implement Trade 


Journal, a general advance can be 
expected in the near future on farm 
implements and tools, and a number 
of these commodities will be with- 
drawn from 
tha market entirely. 


Within the past ten days several of 
the largest manufacturers of tillage 
tools have sent advanced prices to 
all their branch houses, the advance 
to take effect immediately. The in- 
creases will range from five tc ten 
per cent, most of them amounting 
to about seven per cent. Four or five 
'of the leading manufacturers are 
known to have made advances. Oth- 
ers have not done so as yet but admit 
that such steps are contemplated. 


One or two of the large -manufac- 


turers of tillage tools have with- 
drawn certain lines from the market, 
and have instructed their branch 
houses not to accept any orders on 
these lines until further notice. One 
company announces to its sales or- 
ganization that orders have been 're- 
ceived up to date which will use all 
the materials on hand, and that no 
material can be obtained short of 
ninety days. 


Biggest Mince Pie. 


A gigantic mince pie six feet four 


inches long and two feet two inches 
wide and three inches deep was ser- 
ved free on Christmas morning to the 
patrons of Dr. R. A. Sullivan's saloon 
at West Allis. This pie was an exact 
model of the one made for Dr. Sulli- 
van ten years ago, when an account 
of it appeared in the newspapers 
from coast to coast, stating that it 
was the largest pie ever made. Twen- 
ty-one gallons of mince meat were 
used in the pi>3, which was baked 
by Chas. Eggert at his bakery on 
National and 65th Avenues.—Bur- 
lington Standard Democrat.

ical dressing of any description. 


These springy qualities are partic- 
ularly beneficial beneath bandages, 
lor the material does not mat under 
the .necessary compreipsdon applied 
and the interstices permit wholesome 
circulation of air due to its structure, 
a condition considered as highly fav- 
oring antisepsis. 
The absorbing power of the moss 


is remarkable, being without undue 
preparation 
approximately 
sev e n 


times its own weight in water. When 
sphagnum has undeigone the com- 
plete" process necessary to its use sur- 
gically, absorptive power 
appears 


greater for the weight of 12 ounces 
of the fresh moss alter being dried, 
sorted, sterilized, and dried again, 
was reduced to a trifle under one 
ounce. 
With the economic problems ex- 


isting under the necessity of enor- 
mus expenditures to meet the de- 
mands! of the military service, »the 
general use of sphagnum commends 
itsself to those in disbursing author- 
ity as well as to the medical corps. 
It has been estimated that, were cot- 
ton woo'l used exclusively in the hos- 
pital service, the cost would be not 
less than $200,000 per annum thru- 
out the war to Great Britian alone, 
while the cost of the moss is practic- 
ly negligible. 
Its use by florists, however, now 


seems to be decreasing. 
Formerly 


the moisture retaining property of 
sphagnum was valuable in the mak- 
ing up of floral baskets. The custom 
of (lining flower-baskets with zinc 
water containers is now so general 
that: the utilization of the moss is 
practically restricted to forming the 
bases of floral emblems. .

five and ten cent store and get him 
a pair." 


Sounds impossible, -doesn't it? Yet 


that is exactly the reception which 
was given one school nurse when she 
went to a mother in a northern Wis- 
consin town to tall her that an exam- 
ination of her boy'e eyes proved that 
the sight of one of them was nearly 
gone and that proper glasses were 
absolutely essential. 
The boy was 


twelve years old. He was only in the 
fourth grado. 
Yet no one had ever 


thought to look in his eyes for the 
reason. 


The nuK9 was puzzled. 
Finally 


she asked if the boy might be allowed 
to earn his g a^es. The mother con- 
sented. The boy was eagerly enthu- 
siastic. 
It was up to the nurse to 


find tho work. She went about it in 
tho best possible way by asking the 
ed-'tor of the local newspaper if he 
would print an advertisement for the 
boy. 
The editor did more. He pub- 


lished ihe story of the boy who want- 
ed to work to pay for the glasses 
which would save his eyes and within 
halt an hour after the paper was on 
tho street, a business man had tele- 
phoned the school superintendent to 
get the glasses and send the bill to 
him. 
Other offers to help made it 


possible to provide a little girl, also 
found in need of glasses, and to out- 
fit a boy with School clothing. 


The little story is a reminder of 


the responsiveness of humanity to 
the appeal of those In distress, es- 
pecially if the burden bearer is a lit- 
tle child. 
Back of it, however, is 


another lesson that should not be 
overlooked, for the attitude of the 
mother is but an exaggerated expres- 
sion of an indifference to the dangers 
of eye strain and of false ideas con- 
cerning the care of the eyes which 
are far too common. 


"Please don't advise the use of 


glasses for children," was an appeal 
sent me early in the history of this 
Health Instruction Bureau. "By the 
lime they are grown they will nead 
two pairs and be helplessly afflicted 
at thirty. 
Turn them out of your 


hot, dry school houses, rather, let 
them learn in the open with the birds 
and the rabbits." 


Unfortunately the trying condi- 


tions of modern life make demands 
on us which must be met and nature 
sometimes 
leaves 
defects 
which 


science must supply. Our correspon- 
dent points out a danger, however, 
the same danger of which there is 
warning in the mother's assertion 
that she could get a pair of glasses 
for ten cents. 
For many a mother, 


anxious to do the right thing by her 
child, has paid five or six dollars for 
glasses no more suitable to the need 
than if she had bought the ten cent 
variety. 


If you have reason to suspect that 


ypur child is suffering 'from ,eye, 
strain, if the eyes water or tire easily, 
if they are bloodshot or the eyelids 
are red, if headaches are frequent or 
the child seems dull and fretful and 
backward without apparent reason, 
consult the best occulist you can find. 
The effect of properly adjusted glas- 
ses may work a miracle. 


Now,

Clothes From Trees. 


(Fiom Answers.) 


The claim of tho Germans to have 


substituted wood pu'ip for cotton j 
the 
manufacture) 
ot 
explosives— 


whether claim be true or false 
calls attention to the properties of 
this wonderful product, which has al- 
ready wrought moro than one revolu- 
tion '_i the manufacturing world. 


Wood pulp is just what its name 


impUes, and is obtained by disinte- 
grating wood either by a mechanical 
or a chemical process. 
The fornici 


variety is prepared by grinding it 
under water. 
It is inferior in qual- 


ity, as the fibres are short and the 
product readily discolors. Under the 
chemical process the wood is cut up 
and boi'led under pressure with a 
solution of caustic soda, sodium sul- 
phide, or, bsst of all, calcium bisul- 
phide, and the resulting soft product 
is 
pulped, 
pressed, 
washed 
and 


bleached. 


It was the use of this material that 


so reduced ths cost of papor as to 
make the half penny newspaper pos- 
sible. 
So rapidly, indeed, did paper 


cheapen from 1875 to 18S5 thru ths 
introduction of wood puln is said, 
within those years, to have trebl-ci 
the circulation of England's news 
papers. 


It is a far cry from high explosives 


and halfpenny newspapers to ladies 
stockings and "silk" necktie-, yet Ihe 
latter no less than tho former are 
nowadays commonly products of the 
same origin. 


11 is years ago since the writer, on 


a trip to tbe states, was invito'l to in- 
spect a knitted "silk" tie of wonder- 
ful color and softness. 
Ho inquired 


its price, and expected to hear a 'tall' 
one for so hands"ine an article. Yol 
the figure was negligible—nine poucb 
or so—and the "silk" was only wood 
pulp. Thousands of the "silk" stock- 
ings that flash in the sun along Pic- 
cadi'ly and on the seaside "prom" 
are made of the same material. 


All sorts of hardware articles ar« 


now compounded of the pulped tis- 
sues of trees that once swayed grace- 
fully in some northern forest—cigar 
and cigarette holders, buttons, fancy 
combs, umbrella handles, buttons, in- 
sulating materials, dims and a hund- 
red other things. 


Of course, the extensive use of 


wood pulp for articles of clothing is 
not strange. Ce'iluloss, which is em- 
ployed in enormous quantities in the 
fibreous state in the form of cotton, 
linen, jute, hemp, etc., is the chief 
component of all vegetable tissues, in 
which it exists in enlongated cells 
or fibres. 
Cotton-wool and fibre pa- 


per are almost pure cellulose. It is 
Only a matter of technical skill to 
convert to textile uses the cellulose 
of the spruce tree instead of using 
that of the cotton plant. In the man- 
ufacture of hardware puriiy Is not 
so essential, high pressure and a 
strong adhesive being tho great fac- 
tors. 


Nor is the courss of wood pulp run 


when it is made into textiles or pa- 
pers. 
The paper itself, when it has 


served its turn, goes back into the 
boiler ones more and once more be- 
comes pulp. Mixed with starch paste 
of glue and pressed, It is then forced 
into molds, previously oiled and we 
have that 
useful 
product, paper 
mache. 


The commercial value of this com- 


modity has of late years been greatly 
enhanced by the ingenuity and skill 
of decorative artists, especially the 
French. 
The rich murad moldings 


that give so imposing an aspect to 
certain of our public buildings are a 
superior kind of pulp product. 


Carton pierre—an article thai the 


French have carried to a high state 
of perfection—perhaps marks the ac- 
me of this line of manufacture. 
It 


consists of paper pulp, whiting' and 
gum pressed into plaster molds and 
stove dried. Improved so as to admit 
guilding easily, it decorates portions 
of the Tuileries, the Louvre and the 
Palais at Paris. 


The demand for wood-pulp articles 


is said to 'be rapidly increasing, and 
in some of the factories they, are un- 
able to cope with it. The making of 
propulsive explosive does not exhaust 
the uses of pulp even from a military 
point of view. In the form of a solu- 
tion is extensively used in the treat- 
ment of fabrics for accoutrements 
and in other ways.

F a young follow has the right stall in 
him there is no limit to his soaring— 
especially if ho invents an 'aeroplane 
that. is as "safe as a. rocking chair," 
And this is the situation -which Mr. T. 
Charles Russell, a Chicago inventor, 
facos. 
After five years of hard' work 


and lighting big odds ho stands -on the 
threshold of "wealth, arid fame. 


Seven -or eight years ago, Russell 


was a freshman in tho academic course 
at Northwestern university, 'Eyanston, 
111. He had an uncanny knack' for .un- 


derstanding the why and wherefore of electricity 
and mechanics, and was able to earn his .way 
through college by doing odd jobs for a light and 
power concern'. 


• During the four years ho put in at literature, 
languages, mathematics and other subjects con- 
tained In a college arts course he was -tinkering 
along on the side with toy; aeroplanes of his own 
devising. 
Russell was' slowly working out tho 


details of a dream— one of the kind of dreams 
that have made Edison, the Wrights, Hammond, 
Bell and Marconi scientific conjurers.

After he had received his bachelor of arts de- 


gree, this young man—he was born at. Midland, 
S. D., twenty-seven years ago— went into -the en- 
gineering school and specialized In physics , and 
engineering. Then he began to experiment with, 
his aeroplane for all he was worth. 
Because It 


wasn't a part of the regular course, Russell had 
trouble getting shop space in which to do thin 
work. Tho school authorities, he says, had mapped 
out a proscribed course and they considered that 
a deviation from It would mean confusion In the 
ranks. 


He even wont before the trustees and made a 


plea for special concessions,, but without success. 
Sympathetic members of the faculty ^came to, tho 
rescue, however, and Russell found room in Dear- 
born observatory to make experiments at night, 
Dozens of models were made, trl^d out

broken. The experiments had gone forward with 
fair steadiness for three years and longer, when 
tho young man felt that he had discovered and 
worked out satisfactorily the principles of aero- 
dynamics he had sought. 


That was three years ago, Then he .went gun- 


-It was easy enough to- 
get simple patents, but the inventor wanted basic 
patents. 
Simple patents cover processes, and 


methods, while basic patents cover principles. So 
after another long wait, voluminous .cbrrespond- 
once and endless dealing with lawyers, Russell 
was notified a fow weeks ago that the basic patent 
rights were his,

If the bsrries are heatad 
too quickly, the skins will'--1)urst be- 
fore the syrup soaks into tl/e-pulp. 
As soon as the syrup boils take the 
dish off the stove and l»t it stand over 
night. Next day drain the syrup team. 
the berries and boil it until it is le- 
duced to about half its original vol- 
ume. 
Put the harries into this med- 


ium thick syrup and heat slowly; boil 
gently for three or four minutes and 
then allow to stand for two hours or 
more. Then boil gently a third tim>3 
for five minutes. A smaller dish win 
probably be needed for the third and 
last boiling. When thoroly cold or, 
better still, on the following day, 
drain off the syrup and spread the 
berries out on a lightly buttered plate 
or a shset of clean, waxed or lightly 
buttered paper until the surface of 
the berries dry.

Utilizing the Waste. 


Bones are not wasted. 
The chief 


product is glue, and among other ma- 
terials which ars. obtained from them 
are soap, glycerin and fertilizers. 
After being carefully separated by 
workmen they are soaked in a woak 
solution of sulphuric acid. Prom the 
soaking tanks the bones emerge white 
and perfectly clean. 


Thiay are then placed in steam- 


tanks, where, after being subject to 
a preSffiire of steam for several hours, 
a trapdoor is opened at the bottom of 
the digester, as it is called, and the 
liquid glua, that has been extracted 
is drawn off. The liquid glue is part- 
ly evaporated and a portion is allowed 
to harden for commercial use as gins, 
a part is refined and sold for gelatine 
for table use.. 


Floating on the top of the glue in 


the digestar is a quantity of fat that 
has been also extracted from the 
bones by the steam. 
This is drawn 


off into cooling tanks, where in its 
crude state, it is mads into scouring 
soaps. 
By refining and adding veg- 


etable oils and perfumes, toilet soaps 
are made. 


The waste liquids which are run 


off from ths- boiling soap are utilized 
for the manufactnre of glycerine. 
Finally the bones which are taken 
out of the digesters are ground up for 
fertilizing purposes and the dirty wa- 
ter in which they are cleansed is 
boiled down and made into manure. 
—Pearson's.

meat or used to give a touch of color 
to frosted cakes, whipped cream, or 
custards, or which can be used like 
citron in cakes or puddings, or chop- 
ped up and added to tuti-frutti ica 
creams. 
The secret of canding cranberries 


lies in handling tlie fruit so it will 
become saturatsd with sugar. 
This 


calls for slow cooking on the install- 
ment plan and the use of a dish large 
enough to permit all the berries to 
float at th,-- top of the syrup during 
cooking. The skins are so tough that 
they must be pierced before cooking 
to let" the syrup into the pulp or in- 
terior. 
To do this three little slits, 


each one-eighth inch long, should be 
made in each berry with the point of 
a pen knife. Uso selected, large, firm 
cranberrrica. 
The 
directions 
for 


cooking as follows: 
For 1.% cups of berries make a 
thin syruftby boiling- together cloar 2 
cups of sugar and 2y2 cups-of .water. 
When tho syrup is cool add tiip ber- 
ries and bring very slowly^ip the^boil- 
ing point. If the .bjrries are heatod 
too quickly, the skins will-'^nrst be- 
fore the syrup soaks into tli'e "pu'fp. 
As soon as the syrup boils take the 
dish off the stove and l;t it stand over 
night. Next day drain the syrup flvJpj 
the berries and boil it until it is re- 
duced to about half its original vol- 
ume. 
Put the bsrries into this med- 


ium thick syrup and heat slowly; boil 
gently for three or four minutes and 
then allow to stand for two hours or 
Then boil gently a third iim^ 


for live minutes. A smaller dish will 
probably be needed for the third and 
last boiling. When thoroly cold or, 
better still, on the following day, 
Irain off the syrup and spread the 
berries out on a lightly buttered plate 
or a sh.set of clean, waxed or lightly 
muttered paper unl.fl the surface of 
.he berries dry. 


The berries, if directions have been 


followed, will candy separately and 
not into a sticky mass. 


To make a delicious ice cream add 


one-half to thr.ae-fourths of a cup of 
ihopped berries to each quart of the 
cream mixture. 
This can also be 
combined with bits of candied orang.2 
or 5.emon peal, or other glace fruits 
to make tuti-frutti ice cream.

Utilizing the Waste. 


Bones are not wasted. 
The chief 


product is glue, .and among other ma- 
terials which ar& obtained from them 
are soap, -glycerin and fertilizers. 
After being carefully separated by 
workmen they are soaked in a w,2ak 
solution of sulphuric acid. From the 
soaking tanks the bones emerge white 
and perfectly clean. 


Th,3y are then placed in steam- 


tanks, where, after being subject to 
a preWure of steam for several hours, 
a trap'door is opened at the bottom of 
the digester, as it is called, and the 
liq-uid glua that has been extracted 
is drawn off. The liquid glue is part- 
y evaporated and a portion is allowed 
to harden for commercial use as gins, 
a part is refined and sold for gelatine 
"or table use. 
Floating on the top of the glue in 
the digester is a quantity of fat that 
las been also extracted from the 
Denes by the steam. 
This is drawn 


off into cooling tanks, where in its 
crude state, it is mads- into scouring 
soaps. 
By refining and adding veg- 


etable oils and perfumes, toilet soaps 
are made. 
The waste liquids which are run 


off from tha boiling soap are utilized 
'or the manufacture of glycerine, 
finally the bones which are taken 
>ut of the digesters are ground up for 
ertilizing purposes and the dirty wa- 
er in which they are c'leansed is 
boiled down and made into manure.

Some Extraordinary Things Are Being 


Claimed for the Inventlon.of 


a Swiss. 


Experiments 
conducted by Swiss 


army officers with a periscopelike de 
vice whica may be attached to any 
kind of riflp, and will enable the pos 
sessor practically to shoot around a 
corner, have been remarkably success 
ful, says a communication from Basel 
printed m the Swiss Riflemen s Jour 
nal, which i eads, in part, as follows 


' Tie apparatus, which was con 


structed by G Buergin of Basel, was 
tested with considerable secrecy on 
the Allschwiler rifle range on October 
3, in the presence of two ordnance of 
ncers, and quite unexpected results 
were aohiaved 


' This novelty, which is especially 


adapted to modern conditions of war 
faie where position is the principal 
thing in tactics, is intended for the 
use of every soldier who carries a 
rifle, as it weighs only about five and 
a half ounces- and, can be attached in 
a moment 
It can be used in any po 


sitionv lying; kneeling, or standing, 
and, under eood cover, the man using 
it is almost entirely safe from the dan 
ger of being shot ia the head 
The 


use o£ this device is expected to bring, 
about a great saving of ammunition, 
its the marksman, feeling secure

Some Extraordinary Things Are Being 


Claimed for the Invention.of 


a Swiss, 


Experiments conducted by Swiss 


army officers with a periscopelike de- 
vice which may be attached to any 
kind of rifle, and. will enable the pos- 
sessor practically to shoot around a 
corner, havo been remarkably success- 
ful, 
says a communication from Basel 


printed in the Swiss Riflemen's Jour- 
nal, which reads, in part, as follows: 


"The 
apparatus, which 
was 
con- 


structed by G.' Buergin of Basel, was 
tested with considerable secrecy on 
the Allschwiler rifle range on October 
3, in. tho presence of two ordnance of- 
ficers, and guite unexpected 
results 


were, achieved: 


"This novelty, which Is especially 


adapted to modern conditions of war- 
fare where position is the principal 
thing in. tactics, is intended for the 
use of every soldier who carries a 
rilie, as it weighs only about five and 
a. half ounces- and can be attached In 
a. moment. It can be used in any po- 
sition, lying, kneeling, or standing, 
and., under good cover, the man using 
it is almost entirely safe from the dan- 
ger of being shot in. the head. The 
use o£'this device is expected to bring 
about a great saving of ammunition, 
as the 
marksman, 
feeling 
secure 


against 
tbe 
enemy's 
bullets, 
will 


aim with, greater deliberation and cer- 
tainty and thus avoid wasting his car- 
tridges. This additional accuracy Is. 
likely to increase the enemy's. losses. 


"If the foe is hidden behind walls 


and hedges, this instrument lends it- 
self admirably to use as a periscope. 
It also acts as an automatic controller 
which prevents the rifle from being 
tilted to one side, because the sharp- 
shooter can always justify his aim. 
Consequently, everyone may become 
a good marksman by the aid of this 
target mirror, which can be used in 
any kind of weather. 


"The entire sighting apparatus iis 


less than eight 
inches 
from 
the 


marksman's eyes, which do not bo- 
come tired, even when shooting at a 
range of from 300 to GOO meters, or 
still greater distances."

F a young follow has the right stuff ia 
him there is no limit to his soaring— 
especially if he invents an aeroplane 
that is as "safe as a rocking chair." 
And this Is the situation which Mr. T. 
Charles Russell, a Chicago inventor, 
faces. 
After five years of hard work 


and fighting big odds he stands on the 
threshold of wealth and fame 


Seven or eight years ago, Russell 


was a freshman m the academic course 
at Northwestern university, Bvanston, 
111. He had an uncannv knack for un- 


derstanding the why and wherefore of electricity 
and mechanics, and was able to earn his way 
through college by doing odd Jobs for a light and 
power concern. 


During the four years he put in at literature, 


languages, mathematics and other subjects con- 
tained in a college arts course he was tinkering 
along on the side with toy aeroplanes of his own 
devising. 
Russell was slowly working out the 


details of a dream—one of the kind of dreams 
that have made Edison, the Wrights, Hammond, 
Bell and Marconi scientific conjurers. 


After he had received his bachelor of arts de- 


gree, this young man—he was born at Midland, 
S. D., twenty-seven years ago—went into the en- 
gineering school and specialized in physics and 
engineering 
Then he began to experiment with 


his aeroplane for all he was worth. Because it 
wasn't a part of the regular course, Russell had 
trouble getting shop space in which to do this 
work. The school authorities, he says, had mapped 
out a prescribed course and they considered that 
a deviation from It would mean confusion in the 
ranKs, 


He even went before the trustees anfl made a 


plea for special concessions, but without success 
Sympathetic members of the faculty came to the 
rescue, however, and Russell found room in Dear- 
born observatory to make experiments at night. 
Dozens of models were made, tried out and 
broken. The experiments had gone forward with 
fair steadiness for three years and longer, when 
the young man felt that he had discovered and 
worked out satisfactorily the principles of aero- 
dynamics he had sought. 


That was three years ago 
Then he went gun- 


ning for patent rights. It was easy enough to 
get simple patents, but the Inventor wanted basic 
patents 
Simple patents cover processes and 


methods, while basic patents cover principles. So 
after another long wait, voluminous correspond- 
ence and endless dealing with lawyers, Russell 
was notified a few weeks ago that the basic patent 
rights were his. 


He carried the glad news to a fraternity friend. 


The friend carried it home to his father. 
The 


father went Bast on a business trip and told some 
Boston capitalists. 
And the Boston capitalists 


sent an aviator expert 10 Chicago to talk to young 
Russell and see what he had. What he had was 
"the goods" evidently, for a short time afterward 
a company was organized, foreign agents—sup- 
posed to be representatives of the Anglo-French- 
Russian allies—signed contracts, a big factory 
was leased and the Inventor went on to the plant 
to supervise the manufacture of the machines. 


Just before Russell went Bast the Chicago news- 


papers printed brief accounts about the patent 
grants and the company's formation 
Very little 


was said about the inventor. 
When he was ap- 


proached for the "inside story" of his labors Mr. 
Russell wasn't easy to "get at." He was found in 
a little chicken-coop office which occupies a corner 
in the machine shop which he calls his own. His 
sleeve^ were rolled high and his hands were 
grimy 
The clatter and whang of machinery made 


conversation difficult, but not so difficult as the 
young inventor himself made it—for he is a shy 
and reticent person, who would make a poor self- 
advertiser. 
But once he began to talk about his 


machine he was a whirlwind of impulsive speech, 
making quick, draftsmanllke sketches to illustrate 
his points. \ 


His aeroplane differs in shape from all other 


known makes 
It is a biplane. That is, it has 


two sets of wings, one set several feet above tho 
other. 
In other machines the planes spread 


straight across, and with the body and tail form 
a big capital T. In the Russell machine the wings 
form a double V, like this: W. The tail Is at 
tached to the place where the letters join and 
extends to the rear. The narrow points of the 
letters form the front of the machine, and the 
pilot, passengers and engine company occupy a 
sort of canoe which rests where the wings and 
tail join. The lower wings extend forward of the 
upper ones—like a man with an undershot jaw. 
The two propellers twirl on either side o£ the tail 
just back of the wings. 


Mr. Russell didn't have war in mind when he 


was working on his invention. His idea centered 
In commercial possibilities. So' long as the aero- 
plane remained unstable—so long as a driver had 
to keep his hands on the controls to prevent the 
machine's capsizing—It would remain a sporting 
proposition. But when the time came that, by im- 
provements in the aeroplane, the driver need only 
crank up and guide, simply as he would guide an 
automobile, the flier would be very useful In busi- 
ness and pleasure. 


In the double-V machine the young inventor be- 


lieves he has discovered the great secret of in-

herent stability 
Placed in the positions de- 


scribed, the wings precent a broad surface to air 
currants on all sides 
"The dangerous air pockets 


are no longer death gaps-1n the atmosphere." Rus- 
sell declares. 


All present types of fliers—that is, all the new 
' 


ones both in this country and abroad—use u 
gyroscope control. Thin is a sort of governor, like 
the governor on a stationary steam or gas en- 
gine, that automatically warps the aeroplane 
wings to meet constantly varying air surfaces 
when the machine is in flight 
These devices are 


just emerging from tho experimental stage. 


With the gyroscopic stabilizer doing the work, 


what is the advantage of the Russell machine? 
Let Russell tell: 


"The stabilizing devices are all artificial con- 


trollers 
If the stabilizer gets out of fix when the 


machine Is 3,000 feet above ground itt means dan- 
ger and possible death for the passengers. 
The 


safe machine is one that needs no such control- 
ler. It is a machine whose very shape Is an au- 
tomatic controller—a real automatic controller 
that cannot be tinkered with if the machine is 
to leave the ground at all." 


This new aeroplane can be made in any size. It' 


Is understood that the fliers being Constructed 
in Boston will have a wing spread of a hundred 
feet or more and will carry two independent en- 
gines, each developing 150 horse power. Machines 
of this size'and power are capable of carrying half 
a dozen passengers,^ one or two rapid-fire guns, 
fifty to a hundred large explosive bombs, fuel for 
a 500-mile flight and scientific instruments for 
navigation. They can travel rapidly, too—nfty to 
ninety miles an hour. 


It is easy to imagine the value of such, machines 


in peace as well as in war. Already the govern- ( 
ment is experimenting 
with aeroplane mall 


routes, and Postmaster General Burleson has 
recommended the establishment otv regular aero« 
mail service. The possibilities are without limit, 
it seems 
And for war—well, we know a little of 


what they are doing with aeroplanes in Europe. 
All the chief belligerents are building huge planes, 
triple-winged, and engined, that in a pinch can fly 
close to a thousand, miles and carry half a dozen 
men with small cannon, ammunition and deadly 
bombs of large size. In !a report which he has 
submitted to President Wilson, and which will 
be made public soon, Secretary of the Navy Dan 
iels tells of some remarkable developments in 
aeroplane construction by American designers and 
inventors. He mentions specifically "an aeroplane 
that practically sails itself. About all the aviator 
has to do is to crank up and sit at the steering 
wheel." 


Mr. Russell's explanation ol the principle in- 


volved In his aeroplane Is Greek to the layman 


"The problem is to maintain the center of up- 


ward pressure to coincide with the center of area 
at all times, no matter whether the machine is in 
direct forward flight or is falling. This problem 
I have solved, if the success of all my experiments 
proves anything." 


There's a young Inventor either at work or

Pox helped me with my experiments as much as 
one man could help another. As for Mr. Crew— 
the training 1 got under him in learning to analyze 
tuings is priceless 


"This analytic training has taught me to sil 


down with a vagrant idea and pursue'it to first 
principles—to get to the heart of every proposi 
tion."

Connected with an ordinary light socket the blan 
ket develops considerable heat—enough, say, to 
keep an outdoor sleeper comfortable when the 
meicury is huddlQd at the bottom of the tube 
Other inventions are an aero-fan, said to be an 
improvement on ordinary cool-breeze makers, an 
electric heating pad, similar in principle of con 
struction to the blanket, and a thermostat for 
controlling electric heat, 


What promises to be another important inven- 


tion, however, is an electro-magnetic ^apid-flre 
gun.

F a young fellow has the right stuff in 
him there is no limit to bis soaring— 
especially if he invents an "aeroplane 
that is as "safe as a. rocking chair." 
And this is the situation which Mr. T. 
Charles Russell, a Chicago inventor, 
faces. 
After five years of hard work 


and fighting big odds he stands on the 
threshold of wealth and fame. 


Seven or eight yeara ago, Russell 


was a freshman in the academic course 
at Northwestern university, Bvanston, 
^ 
111. He had an uncanny knack for un- 


derstanding the why and wherefore of electricity 
and mechanics, and was able to earn his way 
through college by doing odd jobs for a light and 
power concern. 


During the four years he put in at literature, 


languages, mathematics and other subjects con- 
tained in a college arts course he was tinkering 
along on the side with toy aeroplanes of his own 
devising. 
Russell was slowly working out the 


details of a dream—one of the kind of dreams 
that have made Edison, the Wrights. Hammond, 
Bell and Marconi scientific conjurers. 


After he had received his bachelor of arts de- 


gree, this young man—he was born at Midland, 
S. D., twenty-seven years ago—went into the en- 
gineering school and specialized in physics and 
engineering. Than he began to experiment with, 
his aeroplane for all he was worth. 
Because it 


wasn't a part of the regular course, Russell had 
trouble getting shop space in which to do this 
work. The school authorities, he says, had mapped 
out a prescribed course and they considered that 
a deviation from it would mean confusion in the 
ranks. 


He even went before the trustees and made a 


plea for special concessions, but without success. 
Sympathetic members o£ the faculty came to the 
rescue, however, and Russell found room in Dear- 
bora observatory to make experiments at night. 
Dozens of models were made, tried out and 
broken. The experiments had gone forward with 
fair steadiness for three years and longer, when 
the young man fait that he had discovered and 
worked out satisfactorily the principles of aero- 
dynamics he had sought. 


That was three years ago. Then he went gun- 


ning for patent rights. -It was easy enough to 
get simple patents, but the inventor wanted basic 
patents. 
Simple patents cover processes and 


methods, while basic patents cover principles. So 
after another long wait, voluminous correspond- 
ence and endless dealing with lawyers, Russell 
was notified a few weeks ago that the basic patent 
rights were bis. 


He carried the glad news to a fraternity friend. 


The friend carried it home to his father. 
The 


father went Bast on a business trip and told some 
Boston capitalists. 
And the Boston 
capitalists 


sent an aviator expert to Chicago to talk to young 
Russell and see what he had. What he had was 
"the goods" evidently, for a short'time afterward 
a company was organized, foreign agents—sup- 
posed to be representatives of the Anglo-French- 
Russian allies—signed contracts, a big factory 
was leased and the Inventor went on to the plant 
to supervise the manufacture of the machines.. 


Just before Russell went East the Chicago news- 


papers printed brief accounts about the patent 
grants and the company's formation. 
Very little 


was said about the inventor. 
When he was ap- 


proached for the "inside story" of his labors Mr. 
Russell wasn't easy to "get at." He was found In 
a little chicken-coop office which occupies a corner 
in the machine shop which he calls his own. His 
sleevej were rolled high and his hands were 
grimy The clatter and whang of machinery made 
conversation difficult, but not so difficult as the 
young Inventor himself made It—for he is.a shy 
and reticent person, who would malce a poor self- 
advertiser. But once he began to talk about his. 
machine he was a whirlwind of impulsive speech, 
making, quick, draftsmanlike sketches to illustrate 
his points.^ 


His aeroplane differs In shape from all other 


known makes. It is a biplane. That to. it "has 
two sots of wings, one set several feet above the 
other. 
In other machines the planes 
spread 


straight across, and with the body and tail form 
a big capital T. In the Russell machine the wings 
form a double V, like this: W. The tail is at- 
tached to the place where the letters Join and 
extends to the rear. The narrow points of the 
letters iorm the front of the machine, and the 
pilot, passengers and engine company occupy a 
sort of canoe which rests where the wings and 
tail join 
The lower wings extend forward of the 


upper ones—like a man with an undershot jaw 
The two propellers twirl on either side of the tail 
just back o f t h e wings. 
.

. 


Mr Russell didn't have war in mind when he 


was working on his invention. His idea centered 
in commercial possibilities.. So long as the .aero- 
plane remained unstable—so long as a driver had 
to keep his hands on the controls to prevent the 
machine's capsizing—It would remain a sporting 
proposition. But when the time came that, by. im- 
provements In the aeroplane, the driyer need only 
crank up and guide, simply as he would guide an 
automobile, the flier would be very useful In busi- 
ness and pleasure. 
In the tlouble-V machine the young inventor be- 


lieves he has discovered the great secret of in-

herent stability. 
Placed in the positions de- 


scribed, the wings present a broad surface to air 
currents on all sides "The dangerous air pockets 
are no longer death gaps-ln the atmosphere." Rus- 
sell declares. 
All present types of fliers—that is. all the new 


ones both in this country and abroad—use ii 
gyroscope control. Thin Is a sort of governor, like 
the governor on a stationary steam or gas en- 
gine, that automatically warps the aeroplane 
wings to meet constantly varying air surfaces 
when the. machine is in flight. These devices are 
just emerging from tho experimental stage. 


With the gyroscopic stabilizer doing the work, 


what is the advantage of the Russell machine? 
Let Russell tell: 
"The stabilizing devices are all artificial con- 


trollers: If the stabilizer gets out of fix when the 
machine is 3,000 feet above ground it means dan- 
ger and possible death for tlie passengers. The 
safe machine is one that needs-no such control- 
ler. It is a machine whose very shape is an au- 
tomatic controller—a real autrmatic controller 
that cannot be tinkered with if the machine is 
to leave the ground at all." 
This new aeroplane can be made in any size. It 


Is understood that the fliers being .constructed 
in Boston will have a wing spread of a hundred 
feet or more and will carry two independent en- 
gines, each developing 150 horse power. Machines 
of this size-and power are capable of carrying half 
a dozen passengers,--one or two rapid-fire guns, 
fifty to a hundred large explosive bombs, fuel for 
a 500-mile flight and scientific instruments for 
navigation. They can travel rapidly, too—fifty to 
ninety miles an hour. 
It is easy to imagine the value of such, machines 


in peace as well as in war. Already the govern- 
ment 
is experimenting with aeroplane 
mall 


routes, and Postmaster General -Bui-leson has 
recommended the establishment of, regular aero- 
mail service. The possibilities are without limit. 
it seems. And for war—well, we know a little of 
what they are .doing with aeroplanes in- Europe. 
All the chief belligerents are building huge planes, 
triple-winged and engined, that in a pinch can fly 
close to a thousand miles and carry half a dozen 
men with small cannon, ammunition and deadly 
bombs of large size. In ia report which he has 


' submitted to President Wilson, and which will 


be made public soon,, Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
iels tells of some remarkable developments in 
aeroplane construction by American designers and 
inventors. He mentions specifically "an aeroplane 
that practically sails Itself. About all the aviator 
has to do is to crank up and sit at. the steering 
wheel." 
Mr Russell's explanation of the principle in- 


volved in his aeroplane Is Greek to the layman. 


"The problem is to maintain the center of up- 


ward pressure to coincide with the center of area 
at all times no matter whether the machine is in ; 
direct .forward flight or is falling. This problem 
I have solved, if the success of all my experiments 
proves anything." 
' , ' . • • 
There's a. young inventor either .at work or 


dreaming over work to be done wherever you go 
in this broad land of ours. In' the towns and 
cities you see amateur wireless receiving stations 
strung from barn gables to attic windows. In 
the country the Youngsters are tinkering over the 
tool benches—working away at some idea that 
may revolutionize an industry. 


The history of young Mr.-Russell should be an 


Inspiration to every youth born without a silver 


spoon in his mouth. This inventor saw the llRhi 
of day first in a South Dakota village. 
He spent 


some of his childhood at Evauston. another siuau 
town 
He received his common school and nigii 


school education at Paw Paw. Mich, which is no 
metropolis. 
He has had to paddle his own ttnan 


cial canoe and "help the folks" besides. He has 
been denied opportunity andyhas forced his own 
pathway. 
Does he expect riches to come immediately 


This is his point of view: 
"1 expect to get royalties later 
My invention 


has to prove its worth first. If wealth comes, it 
will be the reward for toil and discouragement. I 
certaintly don't expect to sit around and wait for 
money to be dropped into my hat. 


"Let me pay a tribute to two men who have 


"stood by me and helped to make this aeroplane in 
vention possible. One is Prof. Philip Fox of Dear- 
born observatory. The other is Prof. Henry Crew 
of the physics department at Northwestern. Mr. 
Fox helped me with my experiments as much as 
one man could help another. 
As for Mr. Crew— 


the training I got under him in learning to analyze 
tilings is priceless. 
"This analytic training has taught me to sit 


down with a vagrant idea and pursue it to first 
principles-to get to the heart of every proposi- 


Russell's first money-making invention was 


an electric blanket. 
This device looks like an 


ordinary bed ccfmforter. 
Its stuffing, however, ia 


interwoven with fine wires incased in asbestos. 
Connected with an ordinary light socket the blan 
ket develops considerable heat— enough, say. ui 
keep an outdoor sleeper comfortable when the 
mercury is huddled at the bottom of the tube 
Other inventions are an aero-fan, c-aid to be au 
improvement on ordinary cool-breeze makers: an 
electric heating pad. similar In principle of con 
struction to the blanket, and a thermostat for 
controlling electric heal. 
What promises to be another important inven- 


tion. however, is an electro-magnetic 
rapid-fire 


gun 
Mr Russell has been working; -at odd times 


on this idea for several monthiB 
The principle is 


the expulsion of missiles from a gen without th« 
use of explosive material, he says, and experi- 
ments with workshop models have been nighly 
gratifying. 
"It may be years, though, before I perfect it. 


the young man smiles. "1 have the idea fixed in 
mind and it is a matter of developing the idea 
Someone else may produce a successful gun or 
this type before I do. I have a gun that will shoot 
all right, but it isn't ready for the war market 
by a long shot." 
And just to show you that a rising young inven- 


tor Is an ordinary human being like the rest of 
us here's one on Mr. Russell: He didn't want the 
photographer to take his picture as he stood with 
his sleevea rolled up before a work bench be- 
cause he thought that the dense growth of black 
hair on his arms would show when the picture 
appeared in the paper. 
Furthermore, he was 


very careful to fix the knot of his four-in-hand 
tie "just so" before he said, "All ready!"

It will be .remem- 
bered and was reported'in our col- 
umns in • the month of September, 
1913, that Iver Furo died after an- 
operation at the St. Joseph's hospital 
at Marshfield. The operation, which 
was a very delicate and dangerous 
one, was performed in an attempt 
to remedy a fracture in the spine of 
Mr. Furo, which resulted from his 
being thrown off a load of , lumber 
as he was .driving home in the| month 
of July, previous to his death. It is 
claimed by fhe plaintiff jtnat the 
front wheel of the wagon struck a 
large rock in the wheel track, and 
that the jolt and jar threw Mr. Furo 
violently to the ground, causing his 
spine to be fractured and resulting 
In his Immediate paralysis. He re- 
mained In a helpless condition, owing 
to such injury, and constantly grew 
weaker until he was removed to the 
hospital and operated on, with the 
result that he succumbed from the 
effects of the' operation.

After the arguements had 
been concluded, Judge Reid.aimoun- 
ced his decision in favor of the plain- 
tiff, holding that no notice was re- 
quired In a case wh-ere the recovery 
of damages is sought for the death,, 
and that the notice applies simply to 
a case where a man is Injured and 
seeks to recover damages In bis 'life 
time.'
